—Nguyen Thi Hau, a Vietnam­ 
ese woman, has problem s that

make many men pull 
th e ir hair. She deals with rio ts, 
Communist 
infEtration, 
a 
tow n's food supply and h er own 
law practice. 
M rs. Hau is the only woman 
mayor in South Viet Nam. Her 
domain Is this mountain re so rt, 
185 m iles northeast of Saigon. 
The petite, 47-year-old m ayor 
was born In North Viet Nam, 
but has fully adopted Dalat. She 
moved here In 1954 after the 
Geneva agreem ent divided Viet 
Nam. 
“ I came with my own parents, 
my husband and my child ren ," 
she said in an Interview.. “ My 
parents died here and are burled 
h ere in Dalat, so Dalat Is my 
hom e tow n." 
P re m ie r Nguyen Cao Cy ap­ 
pointed M rs. 
Hau M arch 19. 
Since then student riots have 
resu lted in seven deaths, the 
burning of the Hotel D alat, and 
the burning of the town's only 


radio station. 
“ I couldn't have guessed I 
would have to deal with such a 
political situation,” she said. 
“ Now we a re trying to do our 
best to bring Dalat to a norm al 
situation so that we can receive 
m ore trav e lers and to u rists. 
“ My greatest trouhle since 
taking office was with the food 
supply and the se cu rity ," Mayor 
Hau said. 
“ The road from Saigon to Da­ 
lat has been cut off by the Reds. 
We have had to depend on other 
provinces for rice and milk. We 
grow our own vegetables h ere .” 
The mayor and her husband 
-both Buddhists - have three 
children. 
Two sons, 21 and 24 years old, 
a re studying engineering at the 
daughter, 
19, 
is 
studying 
science at Cottey Junior Col­ 
lege at Nevada, Mo., and will 
enter R addiffe College next 
y ear. 
The m ayor's 
husband, Dr. 
Nguyen Huu Luong, is a s u r­ 
geon at the civil hospital in 
Dalat.

At this meeting, 
held at the Dudley school, farm ­ 
e rs voiced appeals to the Corps

reduce 
the lake’s outflow 
from its present level down to 
3,000 cfs.

of outflow

THE FOOTBALL FRANCHISE SCRAMBLE 
Presentations by representatives seeking the 
16th National Football League franchise will be 
made at a four -day meeting in Washington 
beginning today, 
. A PROFESSIONAL FOOTBALL FRANCHISE— 
^particularly a National League franchise — is 
viewed in some cireles as slightly more valuable 
than the proverbial license to steal. Few indus­ 
tries can compare in growth potential. 
Carroll Rosenbloom, a Baltimore businessman, 
put down $13,000 for a half interest in that city’s 
Colts in 1953. Gradually he bought out his part­ 
ners, laying out a total of $1.3 million in the 
process. Today the Colts are worth well upwards 
of $9 million. 
Tim Mara, a one-time bookmaker, is supposed 
to have taken the New York Giant franchise as a 
marker — forfeit — for a bet that was never re­ 
deemed. Today his sons could sell the team for 
better than $10 million. The Gints, as they are 
called by their fans, finished in last place in the 
NFL in 1964, but management was able to an­ 
nounce in the first week of July 1965 that all of 
the 63,000 season tickets had been sold. 
Giant fans will drive to Connecticut and hire 
motel rooms to see home games that are blacked 
out on TV. A Giant season ticket is almost a 
legacy. 
AGAINST T-JJS BACKGROUND one must view 
the struggle for the 16th franchise in the National 
League. Seven cities have been informed that 
presentations will be welcomed. The front- 
runners are Cincinnati and New Orleans. 
Fabulous stadium offers are involved. And a 
good deal of political moxie goes into the 
scramble. Cincinnati will be represented at the 
NFL meeting in Washington the week of May 16 
not only by its city manager but also by Gov. 
James A. Rhodes of Ohio. Not to be outranked, 
New Orleans is sending Gov. John McKeithen 
of Louisiana as well as the city’s mayor. 
Others in the scrum are Boston, Houston — 
although it had named no representative at 
this writing — Phoenix, Portland, and Seattle. 
Houston already has an American League team, 
the Oilers, and Boston has the Patriots. 
The offers come from either syndicates of 
public-spirited 
— and profit-seeking — busi­ 
nessmen or scions of wealth who would like 
to have their own little ball club. The Cincinnati 
group, for example, is headed by Paul Brown, 
former coach and general manager of the Cleve­ 
land Browns. 
The New Orleans franchise is 
¿ought by John Mecom, Jr., a member of a 
family that has oil interests near the Crescent 
City and in Houston. His father recently bought 
the Houston Chronicle. 
ADMISSIONS are only part of the pro football 
story, although their trend is ever upward, 
approaching the limits of stadium capacity. Tele­ 
vision audiences love pro football. And adver­ 
tisers love TV football audiences. Fortune maga­ 
zine in a survey of November 1964 found the 
football watchers “well educated, high-income, 
and predominantly male,” and thus highly de­ 
sirable for “manufacturers of big-ticket con­ 
sumer items, such as automobiles.” 
The loot from TV has encouraged the nine- 
team AFL and the NFL to engage in a financial 
war for talented young college graduates. And 
that way madness lies. The bonuses and salary 
guarantees now given to rookies are causing 
veterans to hold out for more. Otto Graham, 
who inherited the Washington Redskins coaching 
job last winter, puts it this way: “ Salaries being 
paid rookies are outrageous. Veteran players 
resent it, they are tough for me to sign.”

CHEATING IN SCHOOL 
The season of final exams is upon us once 
more, renewing interest in the troublesome 
( 
question of how much cheating goes on before 
the test papers are turned in. For the evidence 
indicates that today’s students either cheat a 
lot more than yesterday’s students or that they 
are a great deal more candid about admitting it. 
Reports of cheating drift off the campuses of the 
nation in the wake of every final examination 
period. The worst cheating scandal of recent 
times was exposed last year at the Air Force 
Academy in Colorado Springs. Student cadets 
had broken into faculty offices at night, stolen 
examination papers and sold copies (after re­ 
turning the originals) for prices ranging from 
$2 .50 for minor quizzes to $25 for final examin­ 
ations. As a result of an official investigation, 
109 Air cadets resigned. 
Many felt that if cheating was widespread 
in a training institution for officers of an elite 
military corps, where the student body was 
pledged to observe an honor code, even less 
could be expected at educational institutions 
for the general run of students. Efforts to 
gauge realistically the extent of student cheat­ 
ing in colleges have tended to confirm that 
belief. 
The most intensive studies of student cheat­ 
ing were undertaken during 1962-64 with the 
support of a federal grant by the Bureau of 
Applied Social Research at Columbia University. 
Dr. William J. Bowers, who directed that 
study, is now director of the Russell B. Stearns 
Center at Northeastern University in Boston, 
tfhefe he is continuing his investigations of 


academic honesty.

The Bowers report presented clear evidence 
I OUT L ilje 
that cheating, in high school as well as in 
college, occurs with considerably greater fre­ 
quency than educational authorities, and even 
students themselves, have suspected. Returns 
from 600 deans and 500 student body presidents— 
representing the two campus figures most 
likely to be well informed on student behavior— 
showed two deans estimating that 15 per cent 
of students cheated, while the class presidents* 
estimates rounded out to about 20 per cent. 
Returns from a sampling of 5,000 students 
showed that students themselves estimated that 
25 per cent of their fellows cheated. 
But when Bowers analyzed individual responses 
of students to questions about their actual 
practices, it turned out that half of them had 
cheated at some time and half of those who had 
cheated had done so more than once. Student 
replies indicated that they had done even more 
cheating in high school than in college. 
While most students agreed that it was wrong 
to copy from neighboring students or from 
smuggled-in notes during an examination, many 
felt that cheating was justified on occasion if 
necessary to survive. Undue pressure on stu­ 
dents is the most frequently offered excuse for 
dishonesty in examinations. Good students are 
under pressure to make high grades so they can 
gain admittance to high prestige colleges; less 
able students are under pressure to avoid 
flunking out. 
Ambitious parents often are blamed for student 
dishonesty; some students have said they would 
rather cheat than suffer parental displeasure. 
The importance of good grades to pave the way 
to a successful future — in business, in the 
professions, even in making a good marriage — 
is deeply 
impressed on many students. For 
males facing the draft, the need for good grades 
is further reinforced. 
The disquieting returns on cheating studies 
have stirred interest in measures schools and 
colleges can take to discourage student dishon­ 
esty. Honor system institutions generally have 
favorable records on cheating, but it is recog­ 
nized that the system works best in a small 
institution with a highly select student body 
and where the honor code tradition is well 
established. The honor system doesn’t work 
unless virtually the entire student body willingly 
subscribes to it and agrees to report on those 
by whom it is breached. Many students prefer 
the watchful-hawk proctor system to one which 
puts on them the burden of telling on their 
fellows.

That one is 
the railroads. 
Railroads opened this country and made pos­ 
sible the winning of the West and a nation 
unified from the Atlantic to the Pacific and 
from Canada to the Gulf. And railroads, de­ 
spite the emergence of the other carriers, are 
the one agency which can transport anything 
movable anywhere at anytime. They offer the 
utmost in economy, efficiency, and depend­ 
ability. 
And the railroad plant that serves us now is 
vastly different from that of only a few years 
ago. In the postwar era, something like a 
billion dollars a year has been spent on modern­ 
ization — this year the figure will reach a 
record $1.6 billion. The Iron Horse has been 
around a long time — but he’s still the friskiest 
of colts.

Communist Party Raising Big 
Money For National Convention 
and New Daily Paper 
Chicago:—Professional Com­ 
munist Party national organiz­ 
ers, after tarrying at this depot 
of their personal underground 
railroad, are fanning across 
country to raise $50,000 to 
underwrite their coming con­ 
vention; and to whip up hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars 
with which to launch a daily 
paper; and to unleash a last- 
minute saturation campaign to 
show itself as respectable as 
cheese and apple pie. 
On any score, the organizers 
are encountering no difficulty. 
The respectability campaign is 
so successful, they’ve even a 
slum lord of their own. 
Chicagoans are chuckling over 
the exposure of the Party’s na­ 
tional board member and Illi­ 
nois director, Claude M. Light- 
foot, as de facto owner of a 
run-down West 12th 
Place 
three-story 
building. 
On its 
three floors 34 residents share 
their six flats with multiple 
rodents amid 14 building vio­ 
lations . The prevailing wag here 
refers 
to 
Mr. 
Lightfoot’s 
crumbling manor as a “ rat- 
pink” house. 


But Mr. Lightfoot's comrades 
in the Communist Party, USA, 
high command see no irony or 
humor 
in this 
proletarian 
crisis. 
The Illinois tovarich was to 
be one of the featured speakers 
and theoreticians at the Party’s 
showpiece 
18th 
convention 
opening on June 22 in New York 
City. Now someone will have to 
denounce the slumkeepers of 
America 
when the advance 
guard of non-Mao-ist Marxism 
calls its national congress to 
order in Webster Hall. 
But America’s Brezhnev, oth­ 
erwise known as Gus Hall, is 
not downhearted. 
He has no reason to be. 
His recent series of docu­ 
ments, dispatched to all branch 
leaders, appear well-founded. 
They say that never before have 
Communist party speakers been 
so well received everywhere. 
Not since the ’30s have so many 
local unions been willing to give 
known Party people a chance to 
be heard. 
Not in 
years have former 
Party labor leaders been will­ 
ing to stand up and be counted 
on the issues — war and peace 
and, of course, imperialism. 
Not in decades have labor men, 
“ sleeping” for so long, asked 
for Party organizers to be in­ 
filtrated into their unions. 
At least two-score labor lead­ 
ers who split with the Com­ 
munists some 20 years ago on 
tactics — not ideology — now 
hold high office in powerful 


unions. 
These 
range from 
transportation to the service 
industries. Some are cooperat­ 
ing with the Communists mere­ 
ly by sending along money and 
manpower for regional demon­ 
strations. Others actually are 
distributing 
literature which 
appears 
outrightly pro-Viet 
Cong and anti-U.S. 
Just as New York’s 
Party 
headquarters is the brain and 
nerve center, Chicago is the 
organizational “ concentration” 
point. 
From this city men and wom­ 
en are dispatched for prop­ 
aganda assaults on “ the In­ 
dustrial heart of the U.S.” Their 
documents limn this as Western 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan 
and Illinois. These directives 
order branch leaders to send 
their people especially into un­ 
ions of the “ key” industries: 
“ steel, auto and transporta­ 
tion.” 
It would be melodramatically 
romantic 
to report that the 
Communists’ 
confidential 
papers call for sabotage. They 
don’t. They’re, for the moment, 
far more practical. 
They want branch chiefs to 
ferret out those non-Commu- 
nist labor, minority and youth 
leaders who would be willing 
to attend the Communist Par­ 
ty’s national convention as ob­ 
servers — all expenses paid. 
Regional 
Communists have 
been ordered to turn talent 
scout. They are to find po­ 
tential guests who are active in 
unions, and inclined towards the 
left in any mass organization, 
or close enough to Communist 
activity so that attendance at 
the convention might influence 
them to join the Party Itself. 
So confident are Hall and his 
comrades, they are now pre­ 
dicting amongst themselves that 
the Party will, in the year 
following the parley, double its 
members. This would give them 
some 25,000 -- mostly young 
industrial workers and univer­ 
sity youth. 
By late summer the Party ap­ 
paratus will be more political 
than industrial. Always assured 
of money, It now expects to have 
the manpower — and women, 
too — to get its own candidates 
into direct election battles all 
the way from Los Angeles to 
New York, or in primaries or 
by backing militant peace-ites. 
The latter will be the brand who 
do not want dialogue or dis­ 
sent, but defeat for U.S. forces. 
Thus, reckons the party pol- 
itburo, it will be able to claim 
credit for all “ peace” votes. 
If the party can pull this coup 
on this fall’s electoral front, 
it will be worth many divi­ 
sions to the National Libera­ 
tion Front, which some of us 
believe to be the enemv.

by the American taxpayer. 
The wheat went straight into 
Yugoslavia’s government-con­ 
trolled granaries, to be used as 
Tito saw fit, regardless of the 
needs of any starving people. No 
sooner was it received than 
Tito’s Confederation of Trade 
Unions of Yugoslavia Issued a 
violent attack accusing Ameri­ 
can troops in Vietnam of using 


poison gas. That was Tito’s 
gratitude; it was far from a 
sign of a satellite breaking away 
from the Kremlin.

Washington Merry - Go - Round 


WASHINGTON - 
One of the 
most interesting chapters in 
the unique life of Sen. Thomas 
J. Dodd, D-Conn., is his alleged 
investigation of insurance com­ 
panies. 
Because he is a member of 
the Senate Anti-Monopoly sub­ 
committee and as a courtesy 
because he comes from Hart­ 
ford, insurance capital of the 
world, 
the late Sen. Estes 
Kefauver put him in charge of 
the Insurance probe. This was 
in 1962. Four years have passed 
and there has been no investiga­ 
tion. 
Discreet inquiries have been 
- made by senate colleagues as 
to why; but senatorial courtesy 
is such that a fellow senator 
does not get too inquisitive. 
If one had been Inquisitive, he 
would have found that, while sup­ 
posedly investigating the insur­ 
ance companies, Dodd had put 
his son, Jeremy, on the pay­ 
roll of Aetna; ridden free on the 
travelers insurance company's 
plane; 
sent his friends and 
clients to insurance 
com­ 
panies for loans, then 
col­ 
lected legal fees for paving 
the 
way; and accepted cam­ 
paign contributions from in­ 
surance executives. 
Furthermore, after he took 
charge of the senate insur­ 
ance investigation Dodd vir­ 
tually stopped paying his in­ 
surance premiums. 
Most people have their in­ 
surance 
cancelled or are 
penalized if they miss a pay­ 
ment. Fidelity Mutual of Phil­ 
adelphia, 
for Instance, can­ 
celled the important disability 
benefits of one of the authors 
when he was a few days late. 
In contrast, Dodd’s insurance 
has remained in force though he 
failed to pay $1,033.06 
in 
premiums in 1963; then he added 
another $977.60 to the debt In 
1964. 
By November 1, 1965, 
his unpaid premiums amounted 
to $3,403.37. 
Not until this column started 
exposing his machinations did 
Dodd hastily phone the Charles 
H. McDonough Sons Agency of 
Hartford to make regular pay­ 
ments. 
“We have carried the Sen­ 
ator's premiums on our book,” 
Merritt McDonough, one of the 
partners, admitted to 
this 
column. “We knew he was good 
for it. Why, we got a $40 check 
from him only a couple 
of 
days ago.” 
McDonough also admitted that 
Dodd usually stays at the Mc­ 
Donough family home — which 
comes complete with a maid and 
butler - when he visits Hart­ 
ford. The senator 
has also 
spent several vacations in Flori­ 
da at the expense of the Mc­ 
Donoughs. 
DODD’S LOST PANTS 
Though Dodd has been slow 
to pay his premiums, he has 
wasted no time collecting his 
Insurance. When he lost a pair 
of pants, for example, he wrote 
to the McDonough agency: 
“Somehow or other in the 
course of traveling I lost the 
trousers to one of my 
new 
suits. This was a suit that I 
purchased only about six months 
age 
from Fenn - Feinstein in 
New Haven at more money than 
I could afford then or now. 
Does my insurance policy cover 
this and if so, when can I ex­ 
pect the check?” 
The insurance company was 
about to pay off when Dodd wrote 
sheepishly: ' “ Fortunately, the 
trousers have been found, and 
no further action is necessary.” 
The insurance industry hasn't 
been investigated since William 
O. Douglas and Abe Fortas, 
both now on the supreme court, 
probed 
it in 1937. Earlier, 
Charles Evans Hughes, 
then 
a New York attorney, rocked the 
industry with 
his investiga­ 
tion of 1905 — a probe which 
made Hughes governor ofNew 
York and almost catapulted him 
into the White House. 
Today the insurance industry 
is more 
bloated 
than ever 
with excess profits. It has col­ 
lected more than $260 billion 
in the last 20 years, but has 
paid out less than $90 billion 
in iiving^ and death benefits. 
Millions of life insurance poli­ 
cies lapse each year, most of 
them paying no benefits. 
Many insurance 
excutives 
themselves are alarmed over 
the abuses in the industry, and 
believe an investigation would 
be 
healthy. 
William 
C. 
Smerling, Connecticut Mutual's 
manager in New York City, told 
a meeting of insurance agents 
that the life insurance public 
had been “ ravaged,” “ raped,” 
and 
“defrauded” 
through 
"misleading 
representations, 
enabling new commissions to 
reach an all-time high, with a 
total disregard for the owners 
of life insurance contracts who

have made possible our suc­ 
cessful existence in this busi­ 
ness.” 
DODD'S 
“ COMPLETE STUDY” 
This was why Sen. Kefttuver 
began digging into insurance 
abuses, and, as a courtesy, 
turned it over to Dodd, who was 
authorized to make a “com­ 
plete study.”

Senator Kefhuver's 
death,” wrote the respected 
Wall Street Journal, “the life 
Insurance investigation 
has 
come to a complete halt.”

Not long afterward, Fosbrink 
arranged for the senator’s son, 
Jeremy, to become an Aetna 
agent - a job Jeremy held un­ 
til this column began its ex­ 
poses of Dodd. Then the sen­ 
ator called him to Washing­ 
ton. placed him on the public 
payroll, and put him in charge 
of office security.

Foyt led later but a broken 
transm ission finally put him out 
of the race. 


Chuck Rodee, 38, of Indianap­ 
olis, a noted midget car driver 
who had started in two 500s, 
was killed in one of four crashes 
Saturday. 
Foyt, who was involved in one 
of Saturday’s accidents, came 
back Sunday in a new Lotus- 
Fort^ and paced the day’s five 
qualifiers at 161.355 m.p.h.with 
one lap over 162. But he will 
have to start in the seventh of 
the three-car rows because 18 
Saturday qualifiers will hold 
their positions.

During the coming flag-flying 
holidays, starting with Armed 
Forces Day, the third Saturday

States of America is displayed 
from a staff projecting hori­ 
zontally or at an angle from a 
window sill, balcony or front of 
a building, the union of the flag 
should be placed at the peak of 
the staff unless the flag is at 
half staff. When the flag is sus­ 
pended over the sidewalk from a 
rope extending from a house to 
a pole at the edge of the side­ 
walk, the flag should be hoisted 
out, union first, from the build­ 
ing. 
When a fla g is displayed other­ 
wise than by being flown from i 
a staff, it should be displayed 
flat, whether Indoors or out. | 


When 
displayed either hori­ 
zontally or vertically against 
a wall, the union should be 
uppermost and to the flag's own 
right, that is, to the observer's 
left. When displayed in a win­ 
dow, the flag should be dis­ 
played in the same way, that 
is, with the union or blue field 
to the left of the observer in 
the street. When the flag is 
displayed over the middle of the 
street, it should be suspended 
vertically with the union to the 
north in an east and west street 
and to the east in a north and 
south street. 
When used on 
a speaker's 
platform, the flag, if displayed 
flat, should be displayed above 
and behind the speaker. When 
displayed from a staff in a 
church or public auditorium, if 
it is displayed in the chancel 
of the church, or on the speak­ 
e r's platform in a public audi­ 
torium, the flag should occupy 
the position of honor and the 
place at the clergyman's or 
speaker's right as he faces the 
congregation or aduience. Any 
other flag so displayed should 
be placed at the speaker's left. 
But when the flag is displayed 
from a staff in a church or 
a public auditorium, elsewhere 
than in the chancel or on the 
speaker's platform, it should be 
placed in the position of honor 
at the right of the congrega­ 
tion or audience as they face 
the chancel or platform. Any 
other flag so displayed should 
be placed on the left of the 
congregation or audience as 
they face the chancel or plat­ 
form. 
When flown at half staff, the 
flag should be first placed at 
the peak for an instant and 
then lowered to the half-staff 
position. The flag should 
be 
then raised to the peak before 
it is lowered for the day. By 
"half staff" is meant hauling 
the flag to one-half the distance 
between the top and bottom of 
the staff. 
PROHIBITED USES OF THE 
FLAG 
The flag should not be dipped 
to any person or thing. S should 
never be displayed with the 
union down, save as a signal 
of dire distress. It should never 
touch anything beneath it, such 
as the ground, the water, the 
floor, or merchandise. R should 
never be carried flat or hori­ 
zontally, but always aloft and 
free. 
The flag must not be used as 
drapery or festooned, drawn 
back, or up, in folds. Nor should 
it ever be fastened, displayed, 
or 
used 
as a covering for 
a speaker's desk, or for drap­ 
ing the front of a platform. It 
should never be used as a : cov­ 
ering for a ceiling, nor should 
any 
mark, 
insignia, 
letter, 
word, figure, design, picture, 
or drawing of any nature be 
attached to It. 
The flag should never be used 
for advertising purposes in any 
manner whatsoever, nor should 
advertising signs be fastened 
to a staff or halyard from 
which the flag is flown. 
When the flag is in such con­ 
dition that It is no longer a 
fitting emblem for display, it 
should 
be 
destroyed in 
a 
dignified way, preferably by 
burning. 
SALUTING THE FLAG 
' 
■ ofnoist- 
During the ceremony 
lng or lowering the flag or when 
the flag Is passing in a parade, 
all persons present should face 
the flag, stand at attention and 
salute. For civilians to salute 
correctly, a man, if wearing a 
hat should remove it with his 
right hand, 
holding it at the 
left shoulder, the hand being 
over the heart. A woman salutes 
by holding her right hand over 
her heart. When the National 
Anthem is played and the flag 
is not displayed, all present 
should stand, face the music

Corn Study To Be 


Made At University 


m *a t c o o * ! * y 


COLUMBIA, MO., —A three- 
pronged effort to determine the 
nature of resistance of corn 
to corn earworm, which cuts 
national production by 4 per 
cent and sweet corn production 
by more than 13 per cent, will 
be undertaken at the University 
of Missouri here under a grant 
of $127,500 from the U.S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 
Chancellor John W. Schwada 
said that the Board of Curators 
has accepted a three-year grant 
to Dr. Marcus S. Zuber, pro­ 
fessor, 
and 
Dr. Virgil L. 
Fergason, assistant professor, 
both in the field crops depart­ 
ment, Dr. Mahlon L. Fairchild, 
associate professor 
of en­ 
tomology, and Dr. Charles W. 
Gehrke, professor of agricul­ 
tural chemistry. 
Agricultural scientists point to 
improved tolerance of corn to 
the European corn borer and 
of wheat to the Hessian fly as 
examples of 
improving tol­ 
erance 
of crops 
to in­ 
sect 
damage 
through plant 
breeding. 
Controls by spraying are a 
"blessing," but are expensive 
and involve a matter of timing 
of application. In addition, pests 


have the ability to build up re­ 
sistance to insecticides. A so­ 
lution to the problem appears 
to be in developing strains wltn 
an inherited tolerance or resis­ 
tance. 
Strains of corn are available 
with varying degrees of resis­ 
tance to the earworm. Most 
of these strains, however, are 
late and unadapted for Missouri. 
Currently the problem involves 
transferring 
this availabe 
resistance to a strain adapted 
to Missouri growing conditions. 
If the nature of the resistance 
could be 
determined, plant 
breeders could more efficiently 
make selections 
of plants 
carrying the resistance than re­ 
lying entirely on the corn ear­ 
worm for damage ratings. 
Corn earworm in the moth,or 
adult, stage lay eggs on corn 
silks. 
At first 
the larvae 
feed on the silks, gradually 
migrating into the grain where 
they feed and cause the major 
damage. Upon the completion 
of their life cycle they emerge 
from the ear and drop to the 
ground, either 
to overwinter 
in the pupa stage or undergo 
another cycle. Scientists sus­ 
pect that damage caused by ear 


rotting fungi may be attributed 
;o the tunnels made by the ear- 
worms. These tunnels also pro­ 
vide easy access into the mature 
; ar by other insects that damage 
grain, 
thus increasing field 
losses further. 
To 
speed their 
studies, 
Missouri plant breeders will 
produce two crops of corn annu­ 
ally, growing one crop in a 
F lorida winter nursery and the 
second crop in Missouri. 
In this work the plant breed­ 
ers will provide entomologists 
and bio-chemists with material 
from susceptible and resistant 
strains to conduct experiments 
to determine the nature of re ­ 
sistance. 
Dr. Fairchild and his staff 
will rear earworm larvae on 
different 
diets, substituting 
various quantities and quality 
of proteins, sugars and fats to 


determine if any one factor or 
combination of factors increase 
or enhance larvae growth. 
Dr. Gehrke and his staff will 
attempt to indentify whether any 
chemical constitutent is found in 
greater or lesser quantities in 
resistant than in susceptible 
strains. 
Special emphasis by all three 
disciplines will be devoted to 
location 
toxic 
substances in 
corn that may be lethal to ear­ 
worm larvae.

For 1966, the combined market 
has just about doubled, with 
blends still the strongest, he 
explained.

He added; "But isn’t it tragic 
— and needless -- for cotton to 
have to be in the position of mak­ 
ing a comeback?

Mr. Giffen expressed confi­ 
dence in passage of the proposal 
which would permit growers to 
vote on uniformly assessin g 
them selves $1.00 per bale for 
research and promotion. 
He said Congress is not being 
asked to appropriate taxpayer 
money but rather "to provide 
a mechanism 
through which 
growers can make their own 
decision, on spending their own 
money, for a program that is 
vitally important to them.” 
On that basis, he explained, 
the proposal is being supported 
by 53 different organizations 
representing the cotton industry 
across the Belt.

Time To Watch 
Armyworms 


It is again the time of year 
to watch small grains for army­ 
worms. Most fields now have in­ 
festations of small worms and 
should be watched very closely. 
[ 
To check a field, the plants 
covering approximately 
one 
square foot should be thorough­ 
ly shaken. After this, push back 
the 
plants 
and 
observe the 
ground very closely for three 
or four minutes. This allows 
enough time for the worms to 
begin moving again and they can 
be seen more easily. This pro­ 
cess should be repeated at sev­ 
eral spots over the field. If an 
average of four worms per 
square foot are found and they 
are more than one-half inch in 
length, an application of insec­ 
ticide is justified. 
For control of armyworms, 
apply 11/2 pounds of toxaphene 
(1 quart 60-65 per cent emulsi- 
fiable concentrate), or 2/4 pound 
trichlorfon (Dylox) (1V2 pounds 
50 percent trichlorfon soluble 
powder) per acre. DO NOT feed 
taxophene treated straw 
or 
graze stubble by dairy animals 
or animals being finished for 
slaughter, however, there is no 
restriction on the use of the 
grain. DO NOT harvest grain 
within 21 days of spraying with 
trichlorfon (Dylox), and DO NOT 
graze treated stubble or use 
treated straw as food for dairy 
or meat animals.

Deals With Riots

DALAT, South Viet Nam AP 
—Nguyen Thi Hau, a Vietnam— 
ese woman, has problems that 
would make many men pull 
their hair. She deals with riots, 
Communist 
infiltration, 
a 
town's food supply and her own 
law practice. 
Mrs. Hau is the only woman 
mayor in South Viet Nam. Her 
domain is this mountain resort, 
185 miles northeast of Saigon. 
The petite, 47-year-old mayor 
was born in North Viet Nam, 
but has fully adopted Dalat. She 
moved here in 1954 after the 
Geneva agreement divided Viet 
Nam. 
"I came with my own parents, 
my husband and my children," 
she said in an interview.. "My 
parents died here and are buried 
here in Dalat, so Dalat is my 
home town." 
Premier Nguyen Cao Cy ap­ 
pointed Mrs. Hau March 19. 
Since then student riots have 
resulted in seven deaths, the 
burning of the Hotel Dalat, and 
the burning of the town's only 


radio station. 
"I couldn't have guessed I 
would have to deal with such a 
political situation," she said. 
"Now we are trying to do our 
best to bring Dalat to a normal 
situation so that we can receive 
more travelers and tourists. 
"My greatest trouble since 
taking office was with the food 
supply and the security," Mayor 
Hau said. 
"The road from Saigon to Da­ 
lat has been cut off by the Reds. 
We have had to depend on other 
provinces for rice and milk. We 
grow our own vegetables here." 
The mayor and her husband 
-both Buddhists - have three 
children. 
Two sons, 21 and 24 years old, 
are studying engineering at the 
daughter,

Col. James A. Vivian, dis­ 
trict engineer of the U.S. Corps 
of Engineers said that all avail­ 
able information on the emer­ 
gency situation in the area has 
been forwarded to Washington 
for a final decision. Col. Viv­ 
ian said he appreciated the 
problem now being fhced by 
several hundred farmers, but 
that any decision to reduce the 
outflow of water still further 
would have to be based on a 
number of factors, including 
the expected water level of 
Wappapello Lake in July and 
August. 
"It is not an easy question 
to solve, but I am hopeful that 
we will have a decision very 
shortly," he said. 
Farmers in Dunklin and Stod­ 
dard Counties in Missouri have 
asked the Corps of Engineers to 
reduce the dam’s outflow to at 
least 3,000 cubic feet per sec— 
ond in order to permit stand­ 
ing flood water to drain into 
the St. Francis River. Marvin 
Jones of Dexter, attorney for

DA LAT, South Viet Nam AP 
—Nguyen HU Kau, a Vietnam­ 
ese woman, has problems that 
would make many men pull 
their hair. She deals with riots, 
Communist 
Infiltration, 
a 
town's food supply and her own 
law practice. 
Mrs, Hau is the only woman 
mayor in South Viet Nam. Her 
domain is this mountain resort, 
185 miles northeast of Saigon. 
The petite, 47-year-old mayor 
was born In North Viet Nam, 
but has fully adopted Balat. She 
moved here in 1954 after the 
Geneva agreement divided Viet 
Nam. 
"I came with my own parents, 
my husband and my children," 
she said in an interview.. "My 
parents died here and are burled 
here in Dalat, so Balat is my 
home town."

THE FOOTBALL FRANCHISE SCRAMBLE 
Presentations by representatives seeking the 
16th National Football League franchise will be 
made at a four-day meeting in Washington 
beginning today. 
A PROFESSIONAL FOOTBALL FRANCHISE— 
particularly a National League franchise — is 
viewed in some circles as slightly more valuable 
than the proverbial license to steal. Few indus­ 
trie s can compare in growth potential. 
C arroll Rosenbloom, a Baltimore businessman, 
put down $13,000 for a half interest in that city’s 
Colts in 1953, Gradually he bought out his p art­ 
ners, laying out a total of $1.3 million in the 
process. Today the Colts are worth well upwards 
of $9 million. 
Tim M ara, a one-tim e bookmaker, is supposed 
to have taken the New York Giant franchise as a 
m arker — forfeit — for a bet that was never re ­ 
deemed. Today his sons could sell the team for 
better than $10 million. The Gints, as they are 
called by their fans, finished in last place in the 
NFL in 1964, but management was able to an­ 
nounce in the first week of July 1965 that all of 
the 63,000 season tickets had been sold. 
Giant fans will drive to Connecticut and hire 
motel rooms to see home games that are blacked 
out on TV. A Giant season ticket is alm ost a 
legacy. 
AGAINST T dlS BACKGROUND one m ust view 
the struggle for the 16th franchise in the National 
League. Seven cities have been informed that 
presentations will be welcomed. The front- 
runners are Cincinnati and New Orleans. 
Fabulous stadium offers are involved. And a 
good deal of political moxie goes into the 
scram ble. Cincinnati will be represented at the 
NFL meeting in Washington the week of May 16 
not only by its city manager but also by Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes of O ho. Not to be outranked, 
New Orleans is sending Gov. John McKeithen 
of Louisiana as well as the city’s mayor. 
Others in the scrum are Boston, Houston — 
although it had named no representative at 
this writing — Phoenix, Portland, and Seattle. 
Houston already has an American League team, 
the O ilers, and Boston has the Patriots. 
The offers come from either syndicates of 
public-spirited 
— and profit-seeking — busi­ 
nessm en or scions of wealth who would like 
to have their own little ball club. The Cincinnati 
group, for example, is headed by Paul Brown, 
form er coach and general manager of the Cleve­ 
land Browns. 
The New Orleans franchise is 
Sought by John Mecom, J r., a member of a 
family that has oil interests near the C rescent 
City and in Houston. His father recently bought 
the Houston Chronicle. 
ADMISSIONS are only part of the pro football 
story, although their trend is ever upward, 
approaching the lim its of stadium capacity. T ele­ 
vision audiences love pro football. And adver­ 
tise rs love TV football audiences. Fortune maga­ 
zine in a survey of November 1964 found the 
football watchers “ well educated, high-income, 
and predominantly m ale,” and thus highly de­ 
sirable for “ m anufacturers of big-ticket con­ 
sum er item s, such as autom obiles.” 
The loot from TV has encouraged the nine- 
team AFL and the NFL to engage in a financial 
war for talented young college graduates. And 
that way madness lies. The bonuses and salary 
guarantees now given to rookies are causing 
veterans to hold out for m ore. Otto Graham, 
who inherited the Washington Redskins coaching 
job last winter, puts it this way: “ Salaries being 
paid rookies are outrageous. Veteran players 
resent it, they are tough for me to sign.”

CHEATING IN SCHOOL 
The season of final exams is upon us once 
more, renewing interest in the troublesom e 
question of how much cheating goes on before 
the test papers are turned in. For the evidence 
indicates that today’s students either cheat a 
lot more than yesterday’s students or that they 
are a great deal more candid about admitting it. 
Reports of cheating drift off the cam puses of the 
nation in the wake of every final examination 
period. The worst cheating scandal of recent 
tim es was exposed last year at the Air Force 
Academy in Colorado Springs. Student cadets 
had broken into faculty offices at night, stolen 
examination papers and sold copies (after re ­ 
turning the originals) for prices ranging from 
$2.50 for minor quizzes to $25 for final examin­ 
ations. As a result of an official investigation, 
109 Air cadets resigned. 
Many felt that if cheating was widespread 
in a training institution for officers of an elite 
military corps, where the student body was 
pledged to observe an honor code, even less 
could be expected at educational institutions 
for the general run of students. Efforts to 
gauge realistically the extent of student cheat­ 
ing in colleges have tended to confirm that 
belief. 
The most intensive studies of student cheat­ 
ing were undertaken during 1962-64 with the 
support of a federal grant by the Bureau of 
Applied Social R esearch at Columbia University. 
Dr. William J. Bowers, who directed that 
study, is now director of the Russell B. Stearns 
Center at Northeastern University in Boston, 
Where he is continuing his investigations of 


academic honesty. 
The Bowers report presented clear evidence 
that cheating, in high school as well as in 
college, occurs with considerably greater fre ­ 
quency than educational authorities, and even 
students them selves, have suspected. Returns 
from 600 deans and 500 student body presidents— 
representing the two campus figures most 
likely to be well informed on student behavior— 
showed two deans estimating that 15 per cent 
of students cheated, while the class presidents’ 
estim ates rounded out to about 20 per cent. 
Returns from a sampling of 5,000 students 
showed that students themselves estim ated that 
25 per cent of their fellows cheated. 
But when Bowers analyzed individual responses 
of students to questions about their actual 
practices, it turned out that half of them had 
cheated at some time and half of those who had 
cheated had done so more than once. Student 
replies indicated that they had done even more 
cheating in high school than in college. 
While most students agreed that it was wrong 
to copy from neighboring students or from 
smuggled-in notes during an examination, many 
felt that cheating was justified on occasion if 
necessary to survive. Undue pressure on stu­ 
dents is the m ost frequently offered excuse for 
dishonesty in examinations. Good students are 
under pressure to make high grades so they can 
gain admittance to high prestige colleges; less 
able students are under pressure to avoid 
flunking out. 
Ambitious parents often are blamed for student 
dishonesty; some students have said they would 
rather cheat than suffer parental displeasure. 
The importance of good grades to pave the way 
to a successful future — in business, in the 
professions, even in making a good m arriage — 
is deeply 
im pressed on many students. For 
males facing the draft, the need for good grades 
is further reinforced. 
The disquieting returns on cheating studies 
have stirred interest in m easures schools and 
colleges can take to discourage student dishon­ 
esty. Honor system institutions generally have 
favorable records on cheating, but it is recog­ 
nized that the system works best in a sm all 
institution with a highly select student body 
and where the honor code tradition is well 
established. The honor system doesn’t work 
unless virtually the entire student body willingly 
subscribes to it and agrees to report on those 
by whom it is breached. Many students prefer 
the watchful-hawk proctor system to one which 
puts on them the burden of telling on their 
fellows.

STILL A FRISKY COLT

But — without minimizing in any way the value 
of any of these c a rrie rs — it can fairly be said 
that one is now, as in the past, fundamental to the 
whole national transportation system. That one is 
the railroads. 
Railroads opened this country and made pos­ 
sible the winning of the West and a nation 
unified from the Atlantic to the Pacific and 
from Canada to the Gulf. And railroads, de­ 
spite the em ergence of the other c a rrie rs, are 
the one agency which can transport anything 
movable anywhere at anytime. They offer the 
utmost in economy, efficiency, and depend­ 
ability. 
And the railroad plant that serves us now is 
vastly different from that of only a few years 
ago. In the postwar era, something like a 
billion dollars a year has been spent on m odern­ 
ization — this year the figure will reach a 
record $1.6 billion. The Iron Horse has been 
around a long tim e — but he’s still the friskiest 
of colts.

Communist Party Raising Big 
Money For National Convention 
and New Daily Paper 
Chicago:--Professional Com­ 
munist Party national organiz­ 
ers, after tarrying at this depot 
of their personal underground 
railroad, 
are fanning across 
country to raise $50,000 to 
underwrite their coming con­ 
vention; and to whip up hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars 
with which to launch a dally 
paper; and to unleash a last- 
minute saturation campaign to 
show itself as respectable as 
cheese and apple pie. 
On any score, the organizers 
are encountering no difficulty. 
The respectability campaign is 
so successful, they've even a 
slum lord of their own. 
Chicagoans are chuckling over 
the exposure of the Party’s na­ 
tional board member and Illi­ 
nois director, Claude M. Light - 
foot, as de facto owner of a 
run-down West 
12th 
Place 
three-story 
building. 
On its 
three floors 34 residents share 
their six flats with multiple 
rodents amid 14 building vio­ 
lations. The prevailing wag here 
refers 
to 
Mr. 
Lightfoot’s 
crumbling manor as a “ rat- 
pink” house. 


But Mr. Lightfoot's comrades 
in the Communist Party, USA, 
high command see no irony or 
humor 
in this 
proletarian 
crisis. 
The Illinois tovarlch was to 
be one of the featured speakers 
and theoreticians at the Party’s 
showpiece 
18th 
convention 
opening on June 22 In New York 
City. Now someone will have to 
denounce the slumkeepers of 
America 
when the 
advance 
guard of non-Mao-ist Marxism 
calls its national congress to 
order in Webster Hall. 
But America’s Brezhnev, oth­ 
erwise known as Gus Hall, Is 
not downhearted. 


He has no reason to be. 
His recent series of docu­ 
ments, dispatched to all branch 
leaders, appear well-founded. 
They say that never before have 
Communist party speakers been 
so well received everywhere. 
Not since the ’30s have so many 
local unions been willing to give 
known Party people a chance to 
be heard. 
Not in 
years have former 
Party labor leaders been w ill­ 
ing to stand up and be counted 
on the Issues -- war and peace 
and, of course, imperialism. 
Not in decades have labor men, 
“ sleeping” for so long, asked 
for Party organizers to be in­ 
filtrated into their unions. 
At least two-score labor lead­ 
ers who split with the Com­ 
munists some 20 years ago on 
tactics - - not ideology -- now 
hold high office in powerful 


unions. 
These 
range 
from 
transportation to the service 
industries. Some are cooperat­ 
ing with the Communists m ere­ 
ly by sending along money and 
manpower for regional demon­ 
strations. Others actually are 
distributing 
literature which 
appears 
outrightly 
pro-Viet 
Cong and anti-U.S. 
Just as New York’s 
Party 
headquarters Is the brain and 
nerve center, Chicago is the 
organizational “ concentration” 
point. 
From this city men and wom­ 
en 
are 
dispatched for prop­ 
aganda assaults on “ the in­ 
dustrial heart of the U.S.” Their 
documents limn this as Western 
Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Michigan 
and Illinois. These directives 
order branch leaders to send 
their people especially Into un­ 
ions of the “ key” Industries: 
“ steel, auto and transporta­ 
tion.” 
It would be melodramatically 
romantic 
to report that the 
Communists’ 
confidential 
papers call for sabotage. They 
don't. They’re, for the moment, 
far more practical. 
They want branch chiefs to 
ferret out those non-Commu- 
nist labor, minority and youth 
leaders who would be willing 
to attend the Communist Par­ 
ty’s national convention as ob­ 
servers -- all expenses paid. 
Regional 
Communists 
have 
been ordered to turn talent 
scout. 
They are to find po­ 
tential guests who are active in 
unions, and inclined towards the 
left in any mass organization, 
or close enough to Communist 
activity so that attendance at 
the convention might influence 
them to join the Party itself. 
So confident are Hall and his 
comrades, they are now pre­ 
dicting amongst themselves that 
the 
Party will, in the year 
following the parley, double its 
members. This would give them 
som e 25,000 -- mostly young 
industrial workers and univer­ 
sity youth. 
By late summer the Party ap­ 
paratus will be more political 
than industrial. Always assured 
of money, it now expects to have 
the manpower — and women, 
too - - t o get its own candidates 
into direct election battles all 
the way from Los Angeles to 
New York, or in primaries or 
by backing militant peace-ites. 
The latter will be the brand who 
do not want dialogue or d is­ 
sent, but defeat for U.S. forces. 
Thus, reckons the party pol- 
itburo, it will be able to claim 
credit for all “ peace” votes. 
If the party can pull this coup 
on this fall’s electoral front, 
it will be worth many divi­ 
sions to the National Libera­ 
tion Front, which some of us 
believe to be the enemv. 


audience. 
One argument is that foreign 
aid is a clever, sophisticated, 
shrewd and hard-headed device 
to separate Russia’s satellite 
nations from the Kremlin over­ 
lord and to keep Communist- 
leaning nations from going Red 
all the way.

Whether or not the real pur­ 
pose of foreign aid is either of 
these two, it certainly cannot 
be both. 
But since both arguments are 
used with considerable effect, 
and many fail to notice the 
contradiction, they can best be 
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met by applying the test of both 
alleged purposes to see if for­ 
eign aid is achieving either one. 
The most recent case in point 
involves a wheat shipment worth 
$78.5 million sent “ free” as 
“ Food for Peace” 
to Tito’s 
communist Yugoslavia, with $8 
million in shipping costs paid 
by the American taxpayer. 
The wheat went straight into 
Yugoslavia’s government-con- 
trolled granaries, to be used as 
Tito saw fit, regardless of the 
needs of any starving people. No 
sooner was it received than 
Tito’s Confederation of Trade 
Unions of Yugoslavia issued a 
violent attack accusing Ameri­ 
can troops in Vietnam of using 


poison gas. That was Tito’s 
gratitude; it was far from a 
sign of a satellite breaking away 
from the Kremlin. HLH

Washington Merry - Go - Round

WASHINGTON - 
One of the 
most interesting chapters In 
the unique life of Sen. Thomas 
J. Dodd, D-Conn., is his alleged 
investigation of insurance com­ 
panies. 
Because he is a member of 
the 
Senate Anti-Monopoly sub­ 
committee and as a courtesy 
because he com es from Hart­ 
ford, insurance capital of the 
world, 
the 
late 
Sen. Estes 
Kefauver put him in charge of 
the insurance probe. This was 
in 1962. Four years have passed 
and there has been no investiga­ 
tion. 
Discreet inquiries have been 
made by senate colleagues as 
to why; but senatorial courtesy 
is such that a fellow senator 
does not get too inquisitive. 
If one had been Inquisitive, he 
would have found that, while sup­ 
posedly investigating the insur­ 
ance companies, Dodd had put 
his son, Jeremy, on the pay­ 
roll of Aetna; ridden free on the 
travelers insurance company’s 
plane; 
sent 
his friends and 
clients to insurance 
com­ 
panies for loans, then 
col­ 
lected legal fees for paving 
the 
way; 
and accepted cam­ 
paign contributions from in­ 
surance executives. 
Furthermore, after he took 
charge of the 
senate 
insur­ 
ance investigation 
Dodd vir­ 
tually stopped paying his 
in­ 
surance premiums. 
Most 
people 
have their in­ 
surance 
cancelled 
or 
are 
penalized if they m iss a pay­ 
ment. Fidelity Mutual of Phil­ 
adelphia, for instance, 
can­ 
celled the important disability 
benefits of one of the authors 
when he was a few days late. 
In contrast, Dodd's insurance 
has remained in force though he 
failed to pay $1,033.06 
In 
premiums in 1963; then he added 
another $977.60 to the debt in 
1964. 
By November 1, 1965, 
his unpaid premiums amounted 
to $3,403.37. 
Not until this column started 
exposing his machinations did 
Dodd hastily phone the Charles 
H. McDonough Sons Agency of 
Hartford to make regular pay­ 
ments. 
“ We have carried the Sen­ 
ator's premiums on our book,” 
Merritt McDonough, one of the 
partners, admitted to 
this 
column. “ We knew he was good 
for it. Why, we got a $40 check 
from him only a couple 
of 
days ago.” 
McDonough also admitted that 
Dodd usually stays at the Mc­ 
Donough family home - which 
comes complete with a maid and 
butler - when he visits Hart­ 
ford. The senator 
has 
also 
spent several vacations In Flori­ 
da at the expense of the Mc­ 
Donoughs. 
DODD’S LOST PANTS 
Though Dodd has 
been slow 
to pay his premiums, he 
has 
wasted no time collecting his 
insurance. When he lost a pair 
of pants, for example, he wrote 
to the McDonough agency: 
“Somehow or other in the 
course of traveling 
I lost the 
trousers to one of my 
new 
suits. This was a suit that 
I 
purchased only about six months 
age 
from Fenn • Feinstein in 
New Haven at more money than 
I could afford then or now. 
Does my insurance policy cover 
this and if so, when can I ex­ 
pect the check?” 
The insurance company 
was 
about to pay off when Dodd wrote 
sheepishly: ’“ Fortunately, the 
trousers have been found, and 
no further action Is necessary.” 
The insurance industry hasn't 
been investigated since William 
O. Douglas and Abe Fortas, 
both now on the supreme court, 
probed 
it in 1937. 
Earlier, 
Charles Evans Hughes, 
then 
a New Yorkattorney, rocked the 
industry with 
his 
investiga­ 
tion of 1905 •• a probe which 
made Hughes governor of New 
York and almost catapulted him 
into the White House. 
Today the insurance Industry 
is more 
hloated 
than 
ever 
with excess profits. It has col­ 
lected 
more than $260 billion 
in the last 20 years, but has 
paid out less than $90 billion 
in living and death benefits. 
Millions of life insurance poli­ 
cies lapse each year, most of 
them paying no benefits. 
Many 
insurance 
excutives 
themselves are alarmed over 
the abuses in the industry, and 
believe an investigation would 
be 
healthy. 
William 
C. 
Smerling, Connecticut Mutual’s 
manager in New York City, told 
a meeting of Insurance agents 
that the life Insurance public 
had been “ ravaged,” “ raped,” 
and 
“ .efrauded” 
through 
“ misleading 
representations, 
enabling new com m issions to 
reach an all-time high, with a 
total disregard for the owners 
of life insurance contracts who 


have made possible our suc­ 
cessful existence in this busi­ 
n ess.” 
DODD'S 
“ COMPLETE STUDY” 
This was why Sen. Kefauver 
began digging into insurance 
abuses, and, as a courtesy, 
turned it over to Dodd, who was 
authorized to make a “ com­ 
plete study.” 
“Since 
Senator Kefauver’s 
death,” wrote the respected 
Wall Street Journal, ’*the life 
insurance investigation 
has 
come to a complete halt.” 
Instead, Dodd occupied 
his 
investigators with minor probes 
and ordered an 
investigation 
of the U. S. 
operations 
*of 
foreign insurance companies in 
competition 
with 
American 
firm s. 
Though his subcommittee was 
deluged with complaints, Dodd 
blandly announced that he would 
“ set up the beginnings of a 
working relationship with insur­ 
ance officials so that I will sit 
down with them regularly to find 
out what is on their minds and 
so that they will be encouraged 
to contact me often. I hope that 
this spirit of cooperation will 
be beneficial to the insurance 
business, and I know that it 
will help me carry out my re­ 
sponsibilities.” 
To this end, he attended a din­ 
ner of Aetna officials on May 
17, 1964, at the West Hartford 
home of Roy Fosbrink, who re­ 
cently retired as Aetna's Con­ 
necticut manager. 
Not long afterward, Fosbrink 
arranged for the senator’s son, 
Jeremy, to become an Aetna 
agent •• a job Jeremy held un­ 
til this column began its ex­ 
poses of Dodd. Then the sen­ 
ator called him to Washing­ 
ton, placed him on the public 
payroll, and put him In charge 
of office security.

A PROFESSIONAL FOOTBALL FRANCHISE— 
particularly a National League franchise — 13 
viewed In some cir M esas slightly more valuable 
than the proverbial license to steal. Few indus­ 
trie s can compare in growth potential. 
C arroll Ronenbloom, a Baltim ore businessman, 
put down $13,000 for a half interest in that city’s 
Colts in 1953. Gradually he bought out his p art­ 
n ers, laying out a total of $1.3 million in the 
process. Today the Colts are worth well upwards 
of $9 million. 
Tim M ara, a one-tim e bookmaker, is supposed 
to have taken the New York Giant franchise as a 
m arker — forfeit — for a bet that was never re ­ 
deemed. Today his sons could sell the team for 
better than $10 million. The Gluts, as they are 
called by their fans, finished in last place in the 
NFL in 1964, but management was able to an­ 
nounce in the first week of July 1965 that all of 
the 63,000 season tickets had been sold. 
Giant fans will drive to Connecticut and hire 
motel rooms to see home games that are blacked 
out on TV. A Giant season ticket is alm ost a 
legacy. 
AGAINST T dis BACKGROUND one must view 
the struggle for the 16th franchise in the National 
League. Se veil cities have been informed that 
presentations will be welcomed. The front- 
runners are Cincinnati and New O rleans. 
Fabulous stadium offers are involved. And a 
good deal of political moxie goes into the 
scram ble. Cincinnati will be represented at the 
NFL meeting in Washington the week of May 16 
not only by its city m anager but also by Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes of Oh.o. Not to be outranked. 
New O rleans is sending Gov. John McKeithen 
of Louisiana as well as the city's mayor. 
O thers in the scrum are Bosion, Houston — 
although it had named no representative at 
this writing — Phoenix, Portland, and Seattle.

ADMISSIONS are only part of the pro football 
story, although their trend is ever upward, 
approach! ig the lim its of stadium capacity. Tele­ 
vision audiences love pro football. And adver­ 
tise rs love TV football audiences. Fortune maga­ 
zine in a survey of November 1964 found the 
football watchers “ well educated, high-income, 
and pifdoralM Rtiy n i l e , " and thus highly db* 
airable for “ m anufacturers of big-ticket con­ 
sum er item s, such as autom obiles." 
The loot from TV has encouraged the nine- 
team AFL and the NFL to engage in a financial 
w ar for talented young college graduates. And 
that way madness lies. The bonuses and salary 
guarantees now given to rookies are causing 
veterans to hold out for m ore. Otto Graham, 
who inherited the Washington Redskins coaching 
job last winter, puts it this way: “ Salaries being 
pasd rookies are outrageous.

CHEATING IN SCHOOL 
The season of final exam s is upon us once 
m ore, renewing interest in the troublesom e 
question of how much cheating goes on before 
the test papers are turned in. For the evidence 
indicates that today's students either cheat a 
lot more than yesterday's students or that they 
are a great deal more candid about admitting it. 
Reports of cheating drift off the cam puses of the 
nation in the wake of every final examination 
period. The worst cheating scandal of recent 
tim es was ex p o sed last year at the Air Force 
Academy in Colorado Springs. Student cadets 
had broken into faculty offices at night, stolen 
examination papers and sold copies (after re ­ 
turning the originals) for prices ranging from 
$2.50 for minor quizzes to $25 for final examin­ 
ations. As a result of an official investigation, 
109 Air cadets resigned. 
Many felt that if cheating was widespread 
in a training institution for officers of an elite 
m ilitary corps, where the student body was 
pledged to observe an honor code, even less 
could be expected at educational institutions 
for the general run of students. Efforts to 
gauge realistically the extent of student cheat­ 
ing in colleges have tended to confirm that 
belief. 
The most intensive studies of student cheat­ 
ing were undertaken during 1962-64 with the 
support of a federal grunt by the Bureau of 
Applied Social Research at Columbia University. 
Dr. William J. Bowers, who directed that 
•tudy, is now director of the Russell B. Stearns 
Center at N ortheastern University in Boston, 
where he is continuing his investigations of 


academic honesty. 
The Bowers report presented clear evidence 
that cheating, in high school as well as in 
college, occurs with considerably greater fre ­ 
quency than educational authorities, and even 
students them selves, have suspected. Returns 
from 600 deans and 500 student body presidents— 
representing the two campus figures most 
likely to be well informed on student behavior— 
showed two deans estim ating that 15 per cent 
of students cheated, while the class presidents' 
estim ates rounded out to about 20 per cent. 
Returns from a sampling of 5,000 students 
showed that students them selves estim ated that 
25 per cent of their fellows cheated. 
But when Bowers analyzed individual responses 
of students to questions about their actual 
practices, it turned out that half of them had 
cheated at some tim e and half of those who had 
cheated had done so more than once. Student 
replies indicated that they had done even more 
cheating in high school than in college. 
While most students agreed that it was wrong 
to copy from neighboring students or from 
smuggled-in notes during an examination, many 
felt that cheating was justified on occasion if 
necessary to survive, Undue pressure on stu­ 
dents is the most frequently offered excuse for 
dishonesty in examinations. Good students are 
under p ressure to make high grades so they can 
gain admittance to high prestige colleges; less 
able students are under pressure to avoid 
flunking out. 
Ambitious parents often are blamed for student 
dishonesty; some students have said they would 
rather cheat than suffer parental displeasure. 
The importance of good grades to pave the way 
to a successful future — in business, in the 
professions, even in making a good m arriage — 
is deeply 
im pressed on many students. For 
m ales facing the draft, the need for good grades 
is further reinforced. 
The disquieting returns on cheating studies 
have stirred interest in m easures schools and 
colleges can take to discourage student dishon­ 
esty. Honor system institutions generally have 
favorable records on cheating, but it is recog­ 
nized that the system works best in a sm all 
institution with a highly select student body 
and where the honor code tradition is well 
established. The honor system doesn't work 
unless virtually the entire student body willingly 
subscribes to it and agrees to report on those 
by whom it is breached. Many students prefer 
the watchful-hawk proctor system to one which 
puts on them the burden of telling on their 
fellows.

and Illinois. These directives 
order branch leaders to send 
their people especially into un­ 
ions of the “ key" industries: 
“ steel, auto and transporta­ 
tion." 
It would be melodramatically 
romantic 
to report that the 
Communists* 
confidential 
papers call for sabotage. They 
•don't. They're, for the moment, 
far more practical. 
They want branch chiefs to 
ferret out those non-Com mu­ 
tt 1st labor, minority and youth 
leaders who would be willing 
to attend the Communist Par­ 
ty's national convention as ob­ 
servers — all expenses paid. 
Regional 
Communists have 
been ordered to turn talent 
scout. They are to find po­ 
tential guests who are active in 
unions, and inclined towards the 
left in any mass organization, 
or close enough to Communist 
activity so that attendance at 
the convention might influence 
them to Join the Party itself. 
So confident are Hall and his 
comrades, they are now pre­ 
dicting amongst themselves that 
the Party will, in the year 
following the parley, double Its 
members. This would give them 
some 25,000 -- mostly young 
industrial workers and univer­ 
sity youth. 
By late summer the Party ap­ 
paratus will be more political 
than industrial. Always assured 
of money, it now expects to have 
the manpower -- and women, 
too -• to get its own candidates 
into direct election battles all 
the way from Los Angeles to 
New York, or in primaries or 
by backing militant peace-ites. 
The latter will be the brand who 
do not want dialogue or dis­ 
sent, but defeat for U S. forces. 
Thus, reckons the party pol­ 
itburo, it will be able to claim 
credit for all “ peace" votes. 
If the party can pull this coup 
on this fall’s electoral front, 
it will be worth many divi­ 
sions to the National Libera­ 
tion Front, which some of us 
believe to be the enemy. 


WASHINGTON - 
One of the 
most interesting chapters in 
the unique life of Sen. Thomas 
J. Dodd, D*Conn., is his alleged 
investigation of Insurance com* 
ponies. 
Because he is a member of 
the Senate Anti-Monopoly sub* 
committee and as a courtesy 
because he comes from Hart* 
ford, insurance capital of the 
world, 
the late Sen. Estes 
Kefiiuver put him In charge of 
the Insurance probe. This was 
In 1962. Four years have passed 
and there has been no investiga­ 
tion. 
Discreet inquiries have been 
made by senate colleagues as 
to why; but senatorial courtesy 
is such that a fellow senator 
does not get too Inquisitive. 
If one had been inquisitive, he 
would have found that, while sup­ 
posedly investigating the Insur­ 
ance companies, Dodd had put 
his son, Jeremy, on the pay* 
roll of Aetna; ridden free on the 
travelers insurance company's 
plane; 
sent hts friends and 
clients to Insurance 
com­ 
panies for loans, then 
col­ 
lected legal fees for paving 
the 
way; and accepted cam­ 
paign contributions from in­ 
surance executives. 
Furthermore, after he took 
charge of the 
senate insur­ 
ance investigation Dodd vir­ 
tually stopped paying his in­ 
surance premiums. 
Most people have their in­ 
surance 
cancelled or are 
penalized if they miss a pay­ 
ment. Fidelity Mutual of Phil­ 
adelphia, 
for instance, can­ 
celled the important disability 
benefits of one of the authors 
when he was a few days late. 
In contrast, Dodd's insurance 
has remained in force though he 
failed to pay $1,033.06 
in 
premiums in 1963; then he added 
another $977.60 to the debt in 
1964. 
By November I, 1965, 
his unpaid premiums amounted 
to $3,403.37. 
Not until this column started 
exposing his machinations did 
Dodd hastily phone the Charles 
H. McDonough Bons Agency of 
Hartford to make regular pay­ 
ments. 
"We have carried the Sen­ 
ator's premiums on our book," 
Merritt McDonough, one of the 
partners, admitted to 
this 
column. "We knew he was good 
for it. Why, we got a $40 check 
from him only a couple 
of 
days ago." 
McDonough also admitted that 
Dodd usually stays at the Mc­ 
Donough family home - which 
comes complete withe maid and 
butler - when he visits Hart­ 
ford. The senator 
lias also 
spent several vacations in Flori­ 
da at the expense of the Mc­ 
Donoughs. 
DODD'S L06T PANTS 
Though Dodd has 
been slow 
to pay his premiums, he has 
wasted no time collecting his 
insurance. When he lost a pair 
of pants, tor example, he wrote 
to the McDonough agency: 
"Somehow or other in tile 
course of traveling I lost the 
trousers to one of my 
new 
suits. This was a suit that I 
purchased only about six months 
age 
from Fenn • Felnstein in 
New Haven at more money than 
I could afford then or now. 
Does my insurance policy cover 
this and lf so, when can I ex­ 
pect the check?" 
The insurance company was 
about to payoff when Dodd wrote 
sheepishly: '"Fortunately, the 
trousers Iva vt been found, and 
no further action is necessary." 
The Insurance industry hasn't 
been investigated since William 
O. Douglas and Abe Fortas, 
both now on the supreme court, 
probed 
it in 1937. Earlier, 
Charles Evans Hughes, 
then 
a New York attorney, rocked the 
industry with 
his Investiga. 
tlon of 1905 - a probe which 
made Hughes governor of New 
York and almost catapulted him 
into the White House. 
Today the insurance inchistry 
is more 
bloated 
than ever 
with excessprofits.lt has col­ 
lected 
more than $260 billion 
in the last 20 years, but has 
paid out less than $90 billion 
In living and death benefits. 
Millions of life insurance poli­ 
cies lapse each year, most of 
them paying no benefits. 
Many Insurance 
excutives 
IM in eel yes are alarmed over 
the abuses In the industry, and 
believe an investigation would 
be 
healthy. 
William 
C. 
Sinewing, Connecticut Mutual's 
manager in New York City,told 
a meeting of insurance agents 
that the life Insurance public 
had been "ravaged," "raped," 
and 
"defrauded" 
through 
"misleading 
representations, 
enabling new commissions to 
reach an aldim e high, with a 
total disregard for the owners 
of life Insurance contracts who 


have made possible our suc­ 
cessful existence in this busi­ 
ness,** 
DODD'S 
"COMPLETE STUDY" 
This was why Sen. Kefiiuver 
began digging into Insurance 
tfMBM* tad, as a 
turned it over to Dodd, who was 
authorized to make a "com­ 
plete study." 
“Since 
Senator Kefiiuver's 
death," wrote the respected 
Wall Street Journal, “the life 
insurance investigation 
has 
come to a complete halt." 
Instead, Dodd occupied his 
investigators with minor probes 
and ordered an 
investigation 
of the U. S. operations 
*of 
foreign insurance companies in 
competition 
with 
American 
firms. 
Though his subcommittee was 
deluged with complaints, Dodd ' 
blandly announced that he would 
"set up the beginnings of a 
working relationship with insur­ 
ance officials so that I will sit 
down with them regularly to find 
out what is on their minds and 
so that they will be encouraged 
to contact me often. I hope that 
this spirit of cooperation will 
be beneficial to the Insurance 
business, and I know that it 
will help me carry out my re­ 
sponsibilities.'* 
To this end, he attended a din­ 
ner of Aetna officials on May 
17, 1964, at the West Hartford 
home of Roy Fosbrlnk, who re­ 
cently retired as Aetna's Con­ 
necticut manager. 
Not long afterward, Fosbrlnk 
arranged for the senator’s son, 
Jeremy, to become an Aetna 
agent - a Job Jeremy held un­ 
til this column began its ex­ 
poses of Dodd. Then the sen­ 
ator called him to Washing­ 
ton. placed him on the public 
payroll, and put him in charge 
of office security. 
Future columns will delve 
deeper Into Dodd's profitable 
relationship with the 
insur­ 
ance compantes he is 
sup­ 
posed to investigate.

The American Flag 


During the coming flag-flying 
holidays, starting with Armed 
F orces Day, the third Saturday 
in May, and continuing through 
M emorial Day, May 30; Flag 
Day, June 14; independence Day, 
July 4. . .this newspaper wUl 
be besieged with questions on 
how to fly the flag and when. 
A s a reader service we publish 
herewith the flag regulations 
which are known as Public Law 
623 of the 77th Congress estab­ 
lis h e d by Act of Congress ap­ 
p roved December 22, 
1942. 
• Here are some of the high- 
ilights of the regulations. 
•WHEN TO DISPLAY THE FLAG 
The flag should be displayed 
from sunrise to sunset on all 
days when the weater permits, 
especially on New Year's Day, 
January 
1; Inauguration Day, 
January 20; Lincoln's Birthday, 
i February 
12; 
Washington's 
• Birthday, February 22; Army 
•Day, 
April 6; Easter Sunday 
•(variable); Mother's Day, se c­ 
ond Sunday in May; Memorial 
Day (half staff until noon), May 
30; Flag Day, June 14; Inde­ 
pendence Day, July 4; Labor 
Day, first Monday in Septem­ 
ber; Constitution Day, Septem­ 
ber 17; Columbus Day, October 
12; 
Navy Day, October 27; 
.A rm istice Day, November 11; 
Thanksgiving 
Day, 
fourth 
Thursday in November; Christ­ 
mas Day, December 25, and 
- such other days as may be 
proclaimed by the President 
of the United States; the birth­ 
days of states (dates of ad­ 
mission); and on State holidays. 
The flag should be displayed, 
weather permitting, on or near 
the main administration build­ 
ing of every public institution. 
Also, it should be displayed 
in or near every polling place 
on Election Day and, during 
school days, in or near every 
schoolhouse. 
When raising the flag, it should 
be hoisted briskly and lowered 
ceremoniously. It should not be 
displayed 
on days when the 
weather is inclement, 
j 
HOW TO FLY THE FLAG 
When carried in a procession 
with another flag or flags, the 
flag should be either on the 
marching right or if there is a 
line of other flags, in from of 
the center of that line. 
The flag should not be dis- 
' played on a float in a parade 
* except on a staff nor should 
the flag be draped over the 
hood, topsides or back of any 
vehicle or railroad train or 
boat. 
No other flag or pennant should 
be placed above or, if on the 
sam e level, to the right of the 
flag of the United States of* 
Afoeriea, extept during chtotdh * 
services conducted by Naval 
chaplain at sea, when the church 
pennant may be flown above 
the flag during church services 
for the personnel of the Navy. 
When displayed with another 
flag 
against 
the 
wall from 
crossed staffs, the flag of the 
United States of America should 
be on the right (the flag's own 
right) and its staff should be in 
front of the staff of the other 
flag. When flown with a number 
of flags of states or localities 
or pennants of societies grouped 
and displayed from staffs, the 
flag of the United States should 
be hoisted first and lowered 
last. No such flag or pennant 
may be placed above the flag 
of the United States or to the 
right of the flag of the United 
States. 
When the flags of two or more 
nations are displayed, they are 
to be flown from separate staffs 
of the same height. The flags 
should be approximately equal 
size and international usage 
forbids the display of the flag 
of one nation 
above that of 
another nation in time of peace. 
When the flag of the United 
States of Americ a is displayed 
from a staff projecting hori­ 
zontally or at an angle from a 
window sill, balcony or front of 
a building, the union of the flag 
should be placed at the peak of 
the staff unless the flag is at 
half staff. When the flag is sus­ 
pended over the sidewalk from a 
rope extending from a house to 
a pole at the edge of the side­ 
walk, the flag should be hoisted 
out, union first, from the build­ 
ing. 
When a flag is displayed other­ 
wise than by being flown from 
a staff, it should be displayed 
flat, whether indoors or out. 


When 
displayed 
either hori­ 
zontally or vertically against 
a 
wall, the union should be 
uppermost and to the flag's own 
right, that is, to the observer's 
left. When displayed in a win­ 
dow, the flag should be dis­ 
played in the same way, that 
is, with the union or blue field 
to the left of the observer in 
the street. When the flag is 
displayed over the middle of the 
street, it should be suspended 
vertically with the union to the 
north in an east and west street 
and to the east in a north and 
south street. 
When used on 
a speaker's 
platform, the flag, if displayed 
flat, should be displayed above 
and behind the speaker. When 
displayed from a staff in a 
church or public auditorium, if 
it is displayed in the chancel 
of the church, or on the speak­ 
er 's platform in a public audi­ 
torium, the flag should occupy 
the position of honor and the 
place at the clergyman’s or 
speaker's right as he faces the 
congregation or aduience. Any 
other flag so displayed should 
be placed at the speaker’s left. 
But when the flag is displayed 
from a staff in a church or 
a public auditorium, elsewhere 
than in the chancel or on the 
speaker's platform, it should be 
placed in the position of honor 
at the right of the congrega­ 
tion or audience as they face 
the chancel or platform. Any 
other flag so displayed should 
be placed on the left of the 
congregation or audience as 
they face the chancel or plat­ 
form.

PROHIBITED USES 
OF THE 
FLAG 
The flag should not be dipped 
to any person or thing. R should 
never be displayed with the 
union down, save as a signal 
of dire distress. It should never 
touch anything beneath it, such 
as the ground, the water, the 
floor, or merchandise. It should 
never be carried flat or hori­ 
zontally, but always aloft and 
free. 
The flag must not be used as 
drapery or festooned, drawn 
back, or up, infolds. Nor should 
it ever be fastened, displayed, 
or 
used 
as a covering for 
a speaker's desk, or for drap­ 
ing the front of a platform. R 
should never be used as a cov­ 
ering for a ceiling, nor should 
any 
mark, 
insignia, 
letter, 
word, figure, design, picture, 
or drawing of any nature be 
attached to it. 
The flag should never be used 
for advertising purposes in any 
manner whatsoever, nor should 
advertising signs be fastened 
to a staff or halyard from 
which the flag is flown. 
When the flag is in such con­ 
dition that it is no longer a 
fitting emblem for display, it 
should 
be 
destroyed in 
a 
dignified way, preferably by 
burning. 
SALUTING THE FLAG 
During the ceremony of hoist­ 
ing or lowering the flag or when 
the flag is passing in a parade, 
all persons present should face 
the flag, stand at attention and 
salute. For civilians to salute 
correctly, a man, if wearing a 
hat should remove it with his 
right hand, 
holding it at the 
left shoulder, the hand being 
over the heart. A woman salutes 
by holding her right hand over 
her heart. When the National

not displayed, all present 
should stand, face the music

Time To Watch 
Armyworms 


It is again the time of year 
to watch small grains for army­ 
worms. Most fields now have in­ 
festations of small worms and 
should be watched very closely. 
To check a field, the plants 
covering approximately 
one 
square foot should be thorough­ 
ly shaken. After this, push back 
the 
plants 
and 
observe the 
ground very closely for three 
or four minutes. This allows 
enough time for the worms to 
begin moving again and they can 
be seen more easily. This pro­ 
cess should be repeated at sev­ 
eral spots over the field. If an 
average 
of four worms per 
square foot are found and they 
are more than one-half inch in 
length, an application of insec­ 
ticide is justified. 
For control of armyworms, 
apply IV2 pounds of toxaphene 
(1 quart 60-65 per cent emulsi- 
fiable concentrate), or % pound 
trichlorfon (Dylox) (IV2 pounds 
50 percent trichlorfon soluble 
powder) per acre. DO NOT feed 
taxophene treated straw 
or 
graze stubble by dairy animals 
or animals being finished for 
slaughter, however, there is no 
restriction on the use of the 
grain. DO NOT harvest grain 
within 21 days of spraying with 
trichlorfon (Dylox),and DONOT 
graze treated stubble or use 
treated straw as food for dairy 
or meat animals.

Armyworms 


It is again the time of year 
to watch small grains for army­ 
worms. Most fields now have in­ 
festations of small worms and 
should be watched very closely. 
To check a field, the plants 
covering approximately 
one 
square foot should be thorough­ 
ly shaken. After this, push back 
the 
plants and 
observe the 
ground very closely for three 
or four minutes. "Hits allows 
enough time for the worms to 
begin moving again and they can 
be seen more easily. This pro­ 
cess should be repeated at sev­ 
eral spots over the field, lf an 
average of four worms per 
square foot are found and they 
are more than one4ialf inch in 
length, an application of insec­ 
ticide is justified. 
For control of armyworms, 
apply I Vi pounds of toxaphene 
(I quart 60-65 per cent emulsi­ 
fiable concentrate), or % pound 
trlchlorfon (Dylox) (1V2 pounds 
50 percent trtchlorfon soluble 
powder) per acre. DO NOT feed 
taxophene treated straw 
or 
graze stubble by dairy animals 
or animals being finished for 
slaughter, however, there is no 
restriction on the use of the 
grain. DO NOT harvest grain 
within 21 days of spraying with 
trlchlorfon (Dylox), and DO NOT 
graze treated stubble or use 
treated straw as food for dairy 
or meat animals.
